In both hoxues 
leRialation of the first order of import- 
ance is ponding — in the senHte the ell 
ver repeal bill and in the liousf the bil 
to repeal federal election laws, and it is 
believed that in both caees the work 
will mark a lentible advaaoe towards a 
OQnclnsion. 

Aceordins to the present arrange- 
ment Mr. MoPherson of New Jersey it 
to takt ^7 tha debate in the senate. He 
hae mm an eardest listener to most of 
the speeches that have been delivered 
on the pending bill, and his own speech 
will be In the nature of a reply to the 
many points made br the silver men. 
Probably Senator Martin of Kansas 
and Senator Cockrell of Missouri will 
f(dlow Mr. McPheriKvn. 

Wednesdav the crndal test is to be 
made— that is, if a sufficient number of 
senators respond by that date to Mr. 
Voorbees' bummons to ensure the at- 
tendanoe of a (;norami In that case the 
effort will be made to bring the silver 
repeal bill to a final vote by sitting con- 
tinuoualy, the purpose tieilig to tire oat 
the opponents of the MIL u the pains 
of the repealers are suooesafid the bill 
will probably come to'a vote before the 
close of the week. But if the silver 
men succeed in the attempt to break a 
quorum and force an adjournment at 
any stage of the proceedings tuev arc 
confident that the senate will be obliged 
to pass a compromise are allow the eu' 
tire proposition to f aiL 

After the bill to reduce the federal 
election laws has been disposed of in 
the house as, under the pending order 
it will be on Tuesday, it la expected 
that the McCreary bill to amend and 
aodlfy the Gteary Chinese registratinn 
•nd xeatriction act will be glrta the 
right of way. When the bill was re* 
parted, the committee asked that two 
days be allotted to a discussion of the 
measure, and that then a vote be taken 
on its passage. The committee on 
rulea has not yet decided ujwn the 
terms of an order, inasmuch as Bepre- 
sentatiTe Geary has expressed his de- 
stM for more time for the oonsidera' 
tion of the subject 

Bepreeentative Oates desirea to bring 
up the bankruptcy bill reported to the 
house last week, but Drefeia postpon- 
ing consideratioB unlal the 16th inst., 
rather than to enter upon it at the close 
of the week. So it ia probable that 
Mr. Geuy will get an additional day 
for the Cbine^ ulL This would bring 
it to a vote on Friday, and the house 
may then adjourn orer Saturday. But 
nothing definite has yet been deter- 
mined upon any of these matters. 

The bill to authorize the New Tork 
and New Jersey Bridge company to 
build a bridge over the Hudson at Hew 
York, is another measure likely (o be 
cidled up at any time. A vote taken 
on the tnird reading and engrossment 
of the bill laat To&day disclosed no 
quorum and it stUlremaina subject to 
toe demand for. • to^ Since that 
time the committee on Mmmerce has 
recommended ameodmenti intended to 
meet the objections then raised by Mr. 
Warner. 

. As to the election bill the Democratic 
caucus will decide whether the Tucker 
bill or the Fitch 1(111 best expresses the 
yiews of the Democratic party on the 
subject and shali be passed. The de- 
bate will close with toduy's ecsaioo. 
For the Republicans, Messrs. Dolliver 
and Payne will speak and probably Mr. 
Burrows; for the Democrats, Mr. Fitch 
and FeUows of New York and Mr. 
Tucker, the author of the pending 
measure, will sp«ak» the latter having 
the doee. 

A fear haa been ezpresned that there 
will not be enough Democratic repre- 
sentattves present on Tuesday to con- 
stitute a .quorum and pass the bill, bvt 
tte managers say that the abaentecH 
Iwt the city intending to return on that 
day and they confidently expect that 
the roUcall will show a maJorftv of the 
house for the passage of the bill, even 
if the Republicans, as it has been re- 
ported is their intention, do nut votf* 
Tht Populists will support the bill, tuo 
rem#l w the federal election laws be- 
ing one ol the demands In their plat- 
form. 

The Tucker bill provides for the re- 
peal of Section Hiiri of the revised 
etatutes of the United States relating 
to the bringing of armed troops to the 
iflace of Section, and of the various 
aeetiona relating to the appointment, 
qn^Ufloations, powers, duties and com- 
pensation of superyivorsof elections, and 
also for the repeal of the seotious re- 
ferring to the appointment, qualifloa- 
tiODS, powers, duties and compensa- 
tion of special deputy marshals. 

The Fitch substitute is not so radical 
m its provisions. It amends Sections 
900S and 6628 by striking out, wherever 
they occur in each section, the words: 
"Or to keep the peace at the polls;" and 
repeals Section SOU and all subsequent 
seotib>na down to and including Section 
9081, and Sections 6521 and 6522, and 
all other acts and parts of acts which 
authorise the appointment of chinf 
supervisors of elections, of supervisorB 
of elections, and of deputy marshals of 
elections or of general deputy marshals 



cnargeawitn any anty respecting an 
election, and which prescribe their du- 
ties, or their compensation, or makes 
appropriatione. tMorefor, and impose 
fines or punishmCBt fOT reel^ti«ff their 
authority. 

The title is amended so as to read: 
"A bill to prohibit the military or 
naval anthorties of the TTnited Citates 
from interfering with elections in the 
state, and to repeal all laws which pro- 
vide for the appointment of auper- 
visors and deputy nianhale of elec- 
tions. 

An amendment pending is that 
offered by Mr. Lacey ( K*>p. , la. ) early 
in the debate, and which is somewhat 
similar to the B'itch amendment. It 
Strikes from the Tucker bill so much 
as purports to repeal the statutes which 
provide for the punishment of certain 
crimoR against th» ballot. Those 
statutes, Mr. Lacey states, are inde- 
pendent of the statut«!^ in relation to 
supervisors and marshalH. 

Mr. Lacey will demand a yea and 
~ay vote on this amendment

A WI10U7 Inadaquato Sum for Um Special 
Work. 

Wabhimoton, Oct. 9.— More caaee are 

now under investigation by special ex- 
aminers of the pension hurtau than 
have confronted the special e.xuuiiiia- 
tion division of the bureau for a great 
Liauy years. The total number of ca.ses 
fur special investigation now pending 
is lU.HOO. This is an increase of 2, 2Uii 
over tlie uumlxT pending on Julv I, tho 
be^iuniu^ of the present fiscal year. 
At that tiino the number of special ex- 
aminers in the field was 100, and this 
number has now been increased to ^19. 

The work of investigating pension 
eases is steadily incTiatiing. This i.s 
du<^ to the fact that each year claims 
become more dilticult to "eatftbliBh Ixi- 
cause of death of witneHses, or their 
failure to recall facts pr uncertainty 
about them. The number of field ex- 
aminera has Iwen greatly reduced dur- 
ing the pu.st fonr years. At tho begin- 
ning of the fiscal year, 18(*t), the num- 
ber was 25*; in IHV'O, 230; in 1801, 11)8; 
in Iti'Ji, 111; in ih;<. iv;!), and in 
1804, 100. During this i)erioa the 
num))er of pending cases for 
special investigation and the appropri- 
ation for tho ■;7ork on July 1, of eiirh 
year waw as follows : 1880, Ifi.soO cases

Destroyed, BmUUs Thoonandt of PeopI* 
Hare Been Daprlvod of the Maana ot 
Making a Living— Tne Peopln Who Wart 
aavad Djlag nf atarreUoa— V<m4 ead 
Olstktov U ma M Wr tka Dsatltaee. 

Nr.w Orleans, Oct. 9.— From the 
news from every section stricken by the 
Btorm it is estimated that the loss of 
life U fully 2,000, while millions df dol- 
lars worth of property was destroyed. 
Besides that thousanda of p' <>ple have 
been deprived of the means nt making 
a livelihood. The situation \a appalling, 
but New Orleans is doing all it can to 
relieve the thousands in want. 

Dr. Story, coroner of Plaqnemine 
parish, has made the following report: 
*'A good many carloads of provisions 
and clothing have been sent out, bat 
not near enough. Men, women and 
childreu are without food and clothing. 
They have l>ecome so despt rate that 
they have threatened to attack resi- 
dences that withstood the efi:ecte of the 
storm and steal food. It is a frequent 
thing to see little sufferers crying an 1 
begging piteously for something to eat. 
Single graves for the dead were impos- 
bible. Great trenches were dug and 
bodies were piled in one on top of the 
other. The earth was thrown over 
them, and if their namea were ascar* 
tained they were cut la rude crosasa 
above the graves. 

"I do not think I exaggerate the facts 
when I state that at least 2.500 souls 
were ushered into eternity by tho re- 
cent storm in Louisiana. This, of 
course, includes Bayou Cook county, 
L'heniere, Camin^a, Uraad Isle, etc. 
I never saw bodies Oecom pose eo rapidly 
as those of the storm sufferers which 
were viewed by me. This was due to 
the fact that the tisli au 1 crabs in the 
bavous eat the remains." 

The relief partv which set out from 
Biloxi tells an awful btor) of the desti- 
tution and lo^s of life in the Lottisiana 
marhhes. The marshes are tllleil with 
dead and pulrifying bodies, in wry few 
civses the CDrp.Hea lieing reiognizable. 
The number of liven hist on th i'^e 
marshes w;ll never be known. Tii t^ r- 
ritory covered was a distance ot '^00 
miles. Newly made graves were every- 
where. The only sign of life seen in 
the marsh was one racf " m and il waa 
fioating on a log. Humlrcils ol oyster 
boats and luggers were lust v/ith most 
of their crev.f. and the few survivors 
tell terrilile stories of sullering. 

Cajitain Lefort, the leading .spirit 
aiuong survivors of the Chenierc^ Oiiuin- 
ada,places ti iMiumberof the8aveilat300. 
The populati'>n of the plautationii and 
the baj'ourt iimnediately couui'Ctfd with 
it was Hlightlv more than 1,500.

EXILED RUSSIAN JEWS. 

Twanty-Two ThouMuid of Them Comlnc 

to America. 

San FitA.vcisco, Oct. Father H. 
(iritTens Honcharenko, a Russian exile 
known here as the patriot priest, is tiio 
principal authority for the statement 
that 22,0OU Russian Jews, all men of 
wealth, have been exiled by the ciar 
and are coming to America, a large 
proi)ortion of them intending to settle 
on the Pacific coaat He says the ukase 
will go into effect Oct 18. His inform- 
ation, he saya, comes direct from Russia 
and is authoritative. No newa of it, he 
says, has reached London, Paria or 
New York. The ukase is aimed at tha 
wealthist class of Russian Jewa. 

No details of their coming are ol^ 
tainable, but the report ia credited 
here. Father Honcharenko ia a wi^ 
known and reputable reeident of Hay- 
wards, Alamedo, and though not a 
Jew, ia ia sympathy with the Jewiah 
and other ezilea from Boaaia.
